You have fhewn to our Satisfaétion that the 
Spirit of Liberty is to be kept awake, as well when Dan- 
ger is at a Diftance, as when it is near, and that we are 
never out of Danger, till it is out of any one’s Power 
to hurt us. 

Your Adverfaries, on the contrary, are employed to 
commend every Action of their Patron, good or bad ; to 
write Panegyricks upon the Vices of great Men; and, 
atcording to their different Capacities, to worry every 
Body, who oppofes their Maffer ; but by aflilting him 
and his Aétions with lame Arguments, they are ss much 
on your Side, as if they had never wrote a Word to 
contradiét you. Thus they ery out that Mr. D’Anvers 
is abufing the Government; is creating Parties againit 
the Government; and, were it not for his Paper, no Body 
would have any Thing to fay againft the Government. 
At the fame Time, They are endeavouring to raife the 
Spirit of Faftion and revive Diftinétions almott forgot ; 
the old Enemies to Whig Gucernment. They tell us 
again, that it is neceflary,even in Time of Peace, to keep 
up 2 fuflicient Number of regular Troops to guard our 
Coafts, and in the fame Breath they cry out, disband 
your Fears, Gentlemen ; you need no Guard of your Li- 
berties but the Laws; trult in the Court; itis not in 
their Hearts to hurt your Privileges, and you may fafely 
depofite them in their Hands.

as the Subjeét of our Complaints to the Steward, who 
had the Management of thefe Affairs. We firit, methought, 
éame into a great Court-Yard, where there was a Crea- 
ture in human Shape, that fnarled and flew at us, as if 
he would tear us to Pieces. He called us Rogues, Raf 
cals, Villains, and ufed a thoufand more fuch genteel 
Appellations. He talk’d but little Sente, and no Rea 
fon. He grinn’d, and fhew’d his Teeth at every Word 
he fpoke ; and when we endeavoured to pacify him and 
juflify our felves, he bid us be gone for a Parcel of 
Scoundrels.

Then he rambled and abufed every Man, that came in- 
to his Head, good and bad, living and dead. At lait! 
we got from him, ana had concluded him mad, but that 
he informed us he was bred an Attorney, and was above 
every Part of his Profeffion but fnarling and quarselling 
with every Body. 

We now got to the Door, where appeared a grave 
Gentleman in a Band; whofe Bufinefs we found was to 
cajole and give civil Anfwers. *‘¢ Pray come in, Gen- 
“© tlemen, /ays Fe, I know your Complaints, and am fure 
** I can convince you that they are groundiefs. You
